Peoria. 111., May 6.—The" grand 


jury at Pekin, 111., has returned in 
dictments against two high officials 
of the Standard Oil company. 
Re- 


quisition papers will be asked of Gov- 
ernor Deneeu next Monday. 
The 


names have been suppressed. 


The two officials are charged with 


having induced one Charles Kercher 
to swear that he owned a horse and 
wagon which really be'->nged to the 
Standard Oil company, in order to 
force Fred Hamsuit, a resident of 
Pekin to quit selling'the product of 
the Royal Oil company, a competi 
tor of1 the Standard Oil company. 
The story Is as follows: 
_ Jn 1901 Hamsuit purchased from a 
man who represented himself to be 
an agent of th« Standard Oil com- 
pany, a tank wagon used In peddling 
oil about streets of the city. After 
a time he ceased to handle Standard 
Oil and began to sell the prodtict of 
the Royal Oil company. Repeated ef- 
forts to get Hamsuit to buy from the 
/ Standard Oil company having failed, 


Kercher arrived on the scene. After 
failure to induce Hamsuit to return 
to the Standard Oil company, Kerch«r 
filed suit In a justice court to replevin 
the wagon, swearing- that it was his 
property. He won the case and on 
May 15, 1902, secured possession of 
the property. The case was called to 
the attention of the office of attorney 
general of the state of Ohio and in 
conjunction with the city attorney of 
Pekin, Charles Schaeffer, evidence 


r 
was serured which showed conclu- 
sively that the property belonged to 
the Standard Oil company and that 
Kerchsr, who replevined it, is a 
secret service man in their employ. 


City Attorney Schaefler is author- 


ity for the statement that every ef- 
fort will be mad« to bring the offi- 
cials to Pekin for trial. 


ATTORNEY'S STATEMENT. 
• 


Attorney B. W. Cooney, of Pekin, 


who represented Hamsutt, made a 
pratement for the Associated Press 
today. He said that shortly after 
Hnmsuit commenced business in 1901 
that a man named Thomas appeared 
in Pekin and began to operate a rival 
wagon. 
He visited the merchants 


nnd other people with whom Hamsuit 


* 
did business and undersold him to 
such an extent that bankruptcy 
stared him in the face. In order to 
get his rival out of the way Hamsuit 
offered to buy him out. He agreed 
to take $50, which he did and dis- 
appeared. Shortly afterward Kercher 
appeared and instituted the replevin 
proceedings which resulted in his ob- 
taining possession. 


In a statement made before he left 


Pekin Kercher said he was acting as 
a district manager for the' Standard 
Oil company at the ..ime and that he 
was sent to Pekm with 
orders to 


break up competition in that city. 


' 
He also said that.the officials -who 


had jurisdiction over the Ohio dis- 
trict was C. T. Collings, of Cincinna- 
ti. Kercher also mentioned the name 
of Cr. W. Taylor, of Kentucky. 
At 


; 
the local offices of the Standard Oil 
company, it was said today that Tay- 
lor was not an official of the com- 
pany at any time, but was simply 
an employe of the company. It was 
further stated that he had not been 
in the employ of the company for two 
years. 


Mr. Cooney then displayed a letter 


written by Frank L. Monnett, at- 
torney general of Ohio at the time, 
in which he gives Mr. Cooney some 
advice as to how to proceed.

A TALE OF ILLICIT LOVE 


Woman Was Mrs, Gray, a 


Wealthy Widow of Former 


Broker in Chicago.

New York, May 6.—Mrs. J. W. 


Gray, believjd «b be wealthy and said 
to be the, widow of a Chicago broker 
and who was described 
by her 


friends as a remarkably beautiful 
woman, committeed suicide in the 
Hotel Imperial here today by shoot- 
ing. 
She was found lying uncon- 


scious before a mirror in her bed room 
with a bullet wound in her head and 
died a few hours later at a hospital 
without 
regaining 
consciousness. 


Letters left by the suicide indicate 
that she was the victim of. an un- 
fortunate love affair and 
that al- 


though possessed of ample means, 
she had no desire to live without the 
man she lov«d. 
Accompanied by a 


man a few years her senior the 
woman, appeared, at the Imperial 011 
April 20. The couple registered as 
J. W. Gray and .Wife, Hew Orleans. 
When a watchman was making his 
rounds.early today he heard a muffled 
report like a.pistdl shot in the room 
occupied; by. the, Grays.. 
Looking 


over the transom he saw the woman 
lying on her face 
on the floor be- 


side;the.:bed.,wjth,,; her,. ,hand.s ;..out.- 
stretched. 
She was in her night 


dress and a stream of blood flowed 
from her right textile. She was. 
alone in the room. 


The woman died at the hospital 


without 
recovering- consciousness. 


Hone of the hotel employes remem- 
ber having seen Gray during 
the 


night and he • could not'be : found 
around.the hotel at the time of the 
shooting. -The suite occupied by the 
Grays was the finest on the Broadway 
side of the hotel. 
The woman left 


four letters, one of these was sealed, 
addressed to Charles H. Stoneham, 
44 Broadway. 
On the back of it 


was written: "I wish that no one 
would open this but the person ad- 
ijressed." 


LETTERS SHOW ANGUISH. 


A second sealed letter was address- 


ed to a storage warehouse, this city. 
The third letter was unenclosed and 
written on two sheets of paper. 
It 


appeared that one portion had been 
written yesterday afternoon and the 
other "sheet early today before the 
woman shoL herself. The letter be- 
gan: 


"Dear Sweetheart: When I called 


you up on the telephone you talked 
so cruelly to me that I went out and 
bought a revolver intending to do_it 
then. I was brought up in a con-' 
vent-and my religion teaches'.against 
such things but I can't stand it any 
longer.",

SAW RUSS TOBPEDO BOATS.

sian torpedo boat destroyers from 
Vladivostok appeared westward of 
Hokkaido, off Subu, yesterday. They 
eized and burned a ^nall sailing 
vessel and imprisoned the captain 


and disappeared to the northwest. 
They were evidently returning to 
Vladivostok. 
There is a possibility 


1hat they h'ave destroyed other small 
craft, although no reports to that 
effect have bean received. 
The ob- 


ject of their visit is not clear. It is 
thought that probably they hoped to 
torpedo the Japanese patrol at nig-ht 
and it is also suggested 
that the 


Vladivostok vessels plan a diversion 
to assist the fleet of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky. 


Although none has been sighted, 


it is believed the large vessels of the 
Vladivostok squadron, accompanied, 
the torpedo boats which appeared 
west of Hokkaido yesterday. 
It is 


doubted whether the torpedo boats .- 
would venture across unescorted in 
the heavy sea, which was running 
when they burned the sailing ves- 
sel. All the crew of this vessel **--jf 
cept the captain, -who was captured^ 
succeeded iu landing, but a steamer 
dispatched to the rescue of the/burn- 
ing derelict was forced to raturn on. 
account of the storm. The Russians 
poured kerosene on the deck of th». 
sailing vessel and withdrew, after 
having ignited the surface of the oil. 
The torpedo boats have not been re- 
ported today.

In the faint radiance descending 


from the glass vaulting that covers 
the magnificent entrance corridor o1 
the Equitable Life Assurance secie- 
ty's great granite palace on Broad- 
way stands a fine bronze statue of 
Henry Baldwin Hyde, from 
whose 


restless brain came the idea of that 
first astonishing outburst of archi- 
tectural extravagance 
with 
which 


life insurance, as a trust institution, 
challenged and .compelled the atten- 
tion of a half-doubting public. 


While the struggle for control of 


the Equitable's $400,000,000 assets 
goes on behind closed doors—a young 
man of less than thirty years on one 
side and 600,000 policy holders on 
the other—more than 22,000 persons 
move in and out of the impressive 
reach of beautiful and costly marbles 
every week day. They throng about 
the red marble base of Mr. Hyde's 
monument and study the tall bronze 
figure with its strong, shrewd coun- 
tenance and easy air of command. 
They talk of the days when no man 
in that place might oppose his will. 
They move over the shining floor of 
pink and white marble, brush past 
the noble columns of yellow marble 
gleaming on all sides, -glance at the 
mosaic allegories, sweep up the wide 
marble staircase, or. by means of ten 
elevators, scatter into the marbled 
.corridors along which 6,000 or 7,000 
persons live under one roof. 


But, wherever they move in that 


first of the business palaces in New 
York, the atmosphere is haunted by 
the masterful and daring personality 
pictured in the solemn bronze figure 
on the red marble base, whose im- 
agination and will power reared the 
majestic structure, set it aglow with 
tinted marbles, stained 
glass and 


gildings, and wore the renown of its 
$14,000,000 costliness as a gambler 
carries a diamond in his shirt bosom. 


It contains a fashionable restau- 


rant, several great trust institutions, 
a thousand lawyers and law clerks, 
a great club of lawyers and business 


men, 
with vast 
suites 
of 
dining 


rooms, a law library of 35,000 vol- 
umes, an insurance library of 8,000 
volumes, vaults choked with money, 
stocks and bonds, and a great steel 
vault weighing 600 tons and cost- 
ing more than $50,000 in which are 
locked 
more 
than 
$200,000,000 


worth of securities belonging to the 
Equitable society. 


It all began in a single back room, 


where Mr. Hyde organized the Equi- 
table in 1850. 
He wts a plain man. 


devoid of ornament, a man of terri- 
ble energy, with keen dark eyes, a 
rasping voice and a flaming ambi- 
tion to make the Equitable the mas- 
ter insurance institution of the world. 


The organization was not more 


than five or six years old when Mr. 
Hyde proposed an eight-story build- 
ing on the corner of Broadway and 
Codar streets. The structure which 
has resulted, by gradual 
growths, 


covers practically the 
entire block 


bounded by Broadway, and 
Nassau 


street and Cedar and Pine streets. 
The shrewd business 
men on the 


building committee of the Equitable 
society refused to consent to the plan. 
It would not pay, they said; it would 
be impossible -to find tenants. 
Mr. 


Hyde insisted that the building could 
be filled with lawyers. 
He would 


organize a large law library in the 
building. 


The building committee declared 


that lawyers would not be induced 
to walk up the stairs of a high build- 
ing. 
Mr. Hyde answered that h. 


would build a passenger elevator !»• 
them. And so he did. 
It was th- 


first passenger elevator installed in 
any office building. 


In spite of all opposition, and in 


spite of the comparatively feeble re- 
sources of the Equitable society, Mr. 
Hyde had his way. In 1870 the new 
building was occupied. But that was 
not enough to satisfy Mr. Hyde. The 
Equitable bought out its neighbors 
and gradually 
replaced the 
first 


building with the present 
granite 


structure, which covers 
something- 


like 50,000 square feet, and shelters 
businesses representing at leact $2,- 
000,000,000. 


When the present building, front- 


ing on Broadway, was complete the 
renting agent reported to Mr. Hyde 
that it was impossible to find good 
tenants for the upper stories, which 
were too dark. Mr. Hyde said: 


"We will organize a lawyers' club 


on one floor, an insurance men's club 
on another floor. We will provide a 
free law library and a free*insurance 
library for both and provide dining 
rooms in which the 
members can 


meet and take their meals in the day 
time. That will give us an income 
for those floors, and make the rest of 
the building more desirable for law- 
yers and insurance men." 


ThAt w,as the origin of the famous 


Lawyers' club. 
The insurance club 


was not a success 
and 
was soon 


merged with the other. The result of 
this rtlnn ic seen today in one of the 
most unique 
organizations in the 


world. The Lawyers' club has 1,820 
members, 
1,300 resident and 520 


non-resident. Their nmnual dues ag- 
gregate $156,000, all of which goes 
into the treasury of the Eqiiitoble so- 


ciety in place of rent. 
The wonder- 


ful kitchen is practically self-sup- 
porting. 
The Equitable society sup- 


plies the members with a law library 
of 35,000 volumes, aside from the 
separate insurance library. 


One enters the vast building from 


Bropdway through 
a great arched 


portal set with an ornamental grill of 
solid bronze. 
Immediately 
within 


the doorway is the monumental vesti- 
bule corridor in which Mr. Hyde's 
statue stands. The colored marbles, 
masked in columns and arches, flat 
spaces on the walls and in the floors, 
give an indesribable impression' of 
richness. In spite of the many years 
that have passed since that spectacle 
of extravagance was unveiled to the 
puohc it is still one of the things 
with which to astonish visitors to 
Neiw York. 


The most notable features of this 


floor and of the basement 
are the 


Mercantile Safe Deposit 
company, 


which is controlled by the Equitable 
society through 
the ownership of 


stock, and the Cafe Savarin, one of 
the busiest and most fashionable of 
the downtown restaurants. 


A PLAY TO THE PUBLIC. 


The genius for shrewd display pos- 


sessed by the founder of the Equit- 
able society is seen in the fact that, 
save for the embellishmenits of 
the 


quarters of the Lawyers' club, the 
costly 
marbles and gildings and 


bronze appointments which astonish 
vis-tors are seen only in the stair- 
cases, corridors and other spaces to 
which the public have access. From 
street to roof the staircases and pas- 
sageways are lined with rare marbles. 
But the working offices, aside from 
the main office of the Equitable and 
the cashier's office, are finished as a 
rulo with conspicuous 
and studied 


plainness. 
The main 
office of the 


Equitable on the second floor is a 
lofty hall in which stand two rows 
of dun-colored pillars, with gilded 
Corinthian capitals. There is a gal- 
lery running around this space and 
in its niches are the desks of those 
who work on ordinary life insurance 
policies. Down below more than a 
hundred clerks work at tall desks, 
and the light of scores of green-shad- 
ed 
electric bulbs 
gives an air of 


beauty to the scene. A raised corri- 
dor in- the rear, 
marble lined and 


morible fleered, end* in a wonderful 
stained glass window in which ap- 
pears the seal of the Equitable so- 
ciety, a female guardian figure, with 
shield and spear, protecting a woman 
and her child. 
Beneath this device 


and between two mythical monsters 
is a portrait of a boy, the eldest son 
of Mr. Hyde, long since dead. 


On this floor also is the cashier's 


ifflce, another spacious and marblec 
hall, with a mighty bronze chande- 
lier. A passage in the rear leads to 
ii tiny staircase down which one de- 
:cec-is to the mighty vault in which 
the Equitable society keeps its 200 
millions of securities. On the same 
floor with this impressive steel treas- 
ure chest are the offices cf August 
Beimont & Co. and also the Mercan- 
tile Trust, which is controlled by the 
Equitable society, 
which owns its 


strok to the market value of $12,- 
843,000, and on this floor, too, are 
quarters of the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, 
likewise 
controlled by th« 


Equitable society, which owns $8,- 
883,675 worth of its securities. 


THE INSURANCE LIBRARY. 


On the floor which holds the public 


quarters of the Equitable 
society 


and accommodates about 7OO of its 
clerks is an insurance library of more 
than 8,000 volumes, containing the 
whole history and science of life in- 
ETinnee. including the early Latin j 
works, beginning with Santeraae's' 
little book written in 1552. 
The 


bulk of the library is sheltered in a 
large room with a gilt-fretted vault 
overhead and allegorical painted lu- 
nettes at either end. 
Hundreds of 


magazines and other periodicals de- 
voted to insurance matters are piled 
on a table 
fifty 
feet long-. 
This 


splendid room is occasionally used for i 
banquets by the Equitable society. 


The Equitable directors meet in a 


small chamber lined 
with 
books. 


Rows of large 
open 
arm 
chairs, 


leather cushioned, face a large table 
desk at which the president sits in 
council. It is in this place that the ; 
battles for control of the Equitable 
society are fought. 
On one side of 


the room is a brilliant and scholarly 
portrait of the late 
president, Mr. 


Hyde, painted by John W. Alexan- 
der, the distinguished son-m-law of 
the present president. On the oppo- 
site -wall is a portrait of Mr. Hyde's i 
father, who took out the first policy 
in the Equitable society and was its 
first agent, painted by Daniel Hunt- 
ington. Above the oak mantel in the 
rear is a portrait of William C. Alex- 
ander, the first president of the soci- 
ety and uncle of the present presi- 
dent. 


The seven rooms in 
which 
Mr. 


Hyde, the young active vice pesident, 
and his assistants, carry 
on their 


work front on Broadway. They are 
plain rooms, simply furnished. 
So, 


too, 
are the rooms of the other vice 


presidents, the manager of agencies, 
the actuaries, the comptrollers and 
the secretaries. 


The president's 
office is a small 


room on the third floor opening into 
the austere council room of the exec- 
utive committee. 
Two smaller ad- 


joining rooms are occupied by the 
president's secretary and his assist- 
ant. 
A miniature duplicate of the 


bronze statue of the founder of the 
Equitable society stands on the man- 


tel behind the president's plain flat- 
topped desk. 


, Most of the floors of th/s remarka- 
ble building are occupied by lawyers' 
offices. 
The TJnion Pacific Railroad 


company and Kountze brothers, the 
bankers, also have quarters. It is 
when one enters the quarters of the 
Lawyers' club on the fifth and sixth 
floor, and the great law library on 
the floor above, that the scene be- 
comes splendid. There is a princely 
corridor, lined with black-veined 
white marble, leading into a smok- 
ing-room that dazzles the eye with 
the golden luster of its square col- 
umns. There is a main dining room, 
another dining room where one may 
not smoke, another dining room with 
a glass vault overhead, where smok- 
ing is permitted; there is a richly 
furnished grill room> there is a la- 
dies' dining room, all pink and white, 
the walls covered with rich brocade. 
Then there ore all sorts of small din- 
ing rooms for special occasions of 
privacy. 


In the rooms of this club you may 


see a hundred men notable in legal 
and business circles almost any day— 
bankers, merchants, lawyers capital- 
ists, officers of the great corporations. 


And set between them are their prin- 
cipal clerks. Membership is no,longer 
confined to lawyers. 
Financiers go 


there to discuss their plans over a 
meal. 
Merchants brjng their cus- 


tomers. Judges of the highest courts 
are in evidence. And nowhere in the 
lower district of New York is there 
anything that approaches this insti- 
tution in the richness 
of its sur- 


roundings or the comfort of its hab- 
its. But its glory is the law library, 
which Mr. Hyde organized as a 
means of enticing tenants into his 
experimental building. All the dues 
of the 1,280 members are paid over 
to the Equitable society for rent. The 
officers and employes of the society 
have to pay their dues, nke the rest. 


From basement to roof the build- 


ing, in spite of the deliberate ex- 
travagance 
with 
which it 
was 


planned, 
is a monument 
to 
the 


shrewd business foresight of the man 
who imagined it first as a means of 
advertising the strength of a life in- 
surance company.

VALUE OF CAMPHOR TREES. 


Every part of a camphor tree, even 


to the leaves, contains camphor. Th« 
forests are not confined to Formosa 
alone, but are also found in Japan 
proper. With the extension of the 
industry the large areas of this tree 
have been greatly reduced, though 
replanting and cultivation are prac- 
ticed to a considerable extent, a tree 
requiring fifty years to attain a di- 
ameter of one foot. 


In Formosa, however, there is Still 


nn extensive supply of native forest 
growth and i many huge trees are to 
be found in regions still unexplored. 
The supply, therefore, is assured for 
years to come. 


Camphor is found in the form of 


crystals in the wood tissues add is 
separated 
from 
the crude oil by 


double distillatlonv 
From, the first' 


distillation is secured 
an oxidized 


product, camphogenotol, the principle 
of the camphor oils of commerce. The 
crude camphor is a dark colored sub- 
stance, fusing at 170 degrees centi- 
grade. 
* 


Among the by-products 
may be 


mentioned crude camphor oil, which 
comes out simultaneously with the 
camphor; white oil, obtained by sub- 
limating, the crude oil and used in the 
manufacture of soap. 
Red oil also 


is obtained from the crude camphor 
oil, as well as a black oil which is 
extensively used in the preparation 
of varnishes. 
A turpentine 
is se- 


cured from the -white oil that is in 
great demand for medical and indus- 
trial purposes. 
From red oil is ob- 


tained the product known as saffrol, 
employed to a considerable extent in 
the manufacture of perfumery and 
also soap; and a disinfectant is also 
distilled from red oil, after the addi- 
tion of other substances, claimed to 
kill the cholera bacillus. 
Another 


product is an insecticide, which when 
mingled with 100 parts of water de- 
stroys insects injurious to farm crops. 


The anunl export of camphor from 


Japan is about 6,000,000 
pounds, 


three-fourths of which is produced in 
Formosa, the other fourth 
coming 


from Japan 
proper, 
chiefly from 


Kyushu and Shikoku. By a provi- 
sion of the law of 1903 the sale of 
camphor produced in Japan is mo- 
nopolized by the government through 
a restriction of the sale of crude cam- 
phor and camphor oil.

Walkout on Chicago Building 


Causes Paralysis of Ex- 


tensive Operations, 


Chicago, May 6.—As a result of the 


actioras of four laborers, fully 
1,900 


workmen have been thrown out of 
employment at the new 
plant of 


Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., 
at Kedzie 


avenue and Taylor street,-where an in- 
dustrial establishment, covering a 
large area, is being built at a cost 
of several million dollars. Work on 
the buildings is practically at a 
standstill. A remarkable feature of 
the strike is the fact that the offi- 
cials of the unions to -which the men 
belong, are strongly against the 
•walkout, and most of them -will de- 
mand that the entire force return to 
work or face trial boards. 'Warrants 
•were sworm out for the four men ac- 
cused of causing the strike. One 
of them, John Duffy, has been ar- 
rested, charged -with disorderly con- 
duct. According to the best informa- 
tion obtainable, four men for two days 
mingled with other laborers ordering 
them to quit -work. The reason as- 
signed •was that the -well diggers or 
caisson "workers wore being paid but 
forty-five cents an hour, •whereas it 
•was said the price should be fifty 
cents. The management refused to 
pay the extra five cents and •Hie quar- 
tette is said to have urged «. general 
•walkout on the part of the< laborers, 
oilier union -workmen having to quit 
ot necessity. £b.e contract -with.the 
laborers is for forty-five 
cents an 


hour and not fifty icents, and tine lead- 
ers in the strike -were not authorized 
'by their unions to call out the men. 
Herman Lillian, president of the In- 
ternational Union of Building Labor- 
ers, urged ttoe men to remain at •work 
as there was no occasion for a strike. 
He -was met -with abuse, it is asserted. 
Prank Robinson, representing the 
contractors and builders, also counsel- 
ed a-gainst any -walkout, but he, too, 
was overridden. At last the 200 -well 
diggers quit work through intimida- 
tio*, it is claimed, and the grounds 
were emptied speedily of all -work- 
men numbering something more than 
1,900.

benefit of St. Vincent's orphans asy- 
lum. 
The musical program for the 


opening night includes a chorus of 
forty voices from the orphans' home 
and a musical program of unusual 
excellence each evening of the fair. 


The cause for which 
the fair is 


given is one wliich should enlist the 
liveliest public interest, for it is 
most worthy one. 
St. Vincent's or- 


phan asylum, at the northern edg1 of 
the city, was founded through the 
efforts of the late Bishop Bwenger, 
under the plan to provide a home for 
the orphan 
children 
of the 
Fort 


Wayne diocese. 
The Fort Wayne 


asylum takes care of girls, and there 
are now 121 children cared for there, 
ranging in age from "mere babies to 
girls fourteen or fifteen years of age. 
A similar' institution 
for boy* is 


maintained at Lafayette. 


Here the homeless little ones are 


given careful rearing, the institu- 
tion maintaining a nursery, kinder- 
garten and grades adapted to more 
advanced pupils, wt.ere the children 
are given an education along lines 
which will equip them for usefulness 
in life, especial attention being given 
to the inculcation 
of sound moral 


training. The asylum is maintained 
by the Christmas collections of the 
Catholic churches of the diocese of 
Fort 
Wayne. 
This 
fund, 
while 


usually sufficient for the ordinary 
expenses of maintenance, is not ade- 
quate for the 
extensions and Im- 


provements which are at this time 
most necessary. 


Recognizing the needs of St. 
Vin- 


cent's asylum, 
the 
Fort 
Wayne 


Knights of Columbus some time ago 
determined to give a bazaar or fair 
to aid the institution, and have* in • 
vited the co-operation and support 
of the general public. Bishop Alert- 
ing, in a note addressed to the grand 
knight of the Fort Wayne council, 
approved the general plan set forth,

them discharge ice into the sea from 
the inland. 
The "dead glaciers," as 


Captain Scott calls them,-are practi- 
cally stationary and are gradually 
wasting away 
from 
the 
summer 


thawing. 
Far down below the pres- 


ent ends of the glaciers 
and 
high 


above them on the sides of the val- 
leys are the heaps of moraine show- 
ing the former extent of these ice 
streams. 


Sir John Murray, commenting on 


this evidence, says that a retreat of 
the ice is certainly now in progress 
in Victoria Land and 
probably all 


over the antarctic regions. No opin- 
ion has yet been 
expressed 
as to 


whether this phenomenon ie due to 
greater radiation and 
consequently 


more melting now than formerly or 
to dryer atmospheric conditions and 
therefore a smaller amount of snow 
fall.—New York Sun.

NOT CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


In a certain Illinois town a team- 


ster had been arrested and tried be- 
fore a justice of the peace on a charge 
of cruelty to animals. 
It was al- 


leged in the complaint that the team- 
ster had actually kicked and other- 
wise abused the horse driven by him. 
The evidence failed to show that the 
teamster had maltreated the horse as 
charged in the complaint, but it de- 
veloped that the defendant was un- 
usually gifted in the use of a florid 
and picturesque profanity—a profan- 
ity that left nothing to be desired in 
the choice of expletives or force of de- 
livery. 
It appeared from the evi- 


dence that what the teamster had 
really done was to give the horse 
one of his most artistic and terrific 
"cussings." 


After hearing the evidence and the 


arguments of counsel and being fully 
advised in> the premises, the court 
found "among other things that said 
defendant swore at and used profane 
anguage to the horse mentioned in 
said complaint, but that from the 
present imperfect state of knowledge 
of the psychology of the horse or the 
workings of the equine mind it does 
not appear to the court 
that said 


mrse has suffered any physical pain, 
mental anguish or humiliation by 
easoii of. the profanity heaped upon 


him, 
or that said horse in any man- 


isr 'kicked' because s-aid defendant 
;wore at him; that under the statute 
:uch swearing at said horse did not 
institute cruelty to animals, and it 
urther appearing to the court that 
he said horse had no 'kick' coming 
ly reason of his treatment by said 
lefendrmt, it is thereupon' ordered by 
he court that said defendant be dis- 
harged."—Green Bag.

playing "Marching

gia" or "Wearing of the Green" so 
hard that your ears tingle and yon 
don't care much whether the whistle 
blows or the 
bell rings or not—

Were you ever a boy? Of course j 


you were—or a girl, and that don't 
matter—anyway you were late to 
school, or late to dinner or supper, 
or late to work when there was a 
band in town.

EVERY BOY'S AMBITION. 


There is something rich and grand, 


majestic and inspiring, about band 
music and the burning ambition of 
the average evenly balanced boy is. 
to attain the ability to help to pro- 
duce it. 
Some misguided individual 


is credited with once saying: "I 
would rather be right than be presi- 
dent." Any boy will tell you that 
he was wrong all the time, but if he 
hnd said "I would rather belong to 
the band than be president" his sen- 
timent would find echo 
in 
almost 


every family in the land. And bands 
are not a new institution either. You 
can read about them in the Bible, in 
ancient history, modern history, and 
If Tesla ever gets his telephone prop- 
erly connected about the first thing 
that he will hear will be a band play- 
Ing in Mars. Unless our cherished 
biblical 
teachings are 
mythical, 


there's a big band in heaven close to 
the throne and our reward for merit 
:n earth is to be a seat close to the 
band. Bands are used in war to in- 
spire the soldiers to deeds of valor 
and they are used in peace to chant 
requiems for the dead; they lead the 
terpsichoreans 
in the 
dance and 


measure the tread of the mourners to 
the grave. 
Bands are everywhere 


and always will be. Country villages 
that can't support a preacher take 
care of a whole brass .band without 
sweating a hair and no man can ever 
expect to become truly great unless 
he once "played in the band,". or it 
he didn'tcat least wanted to. 


FAMOUS FOR ITS BANDS. 


Fort Wayne has always been fam- 


ous for its bands. Away back,in the 
'-10's, when -the- present city 
nlmost a wilderness, 
there 
3?Sf- a- 


band here and it was supportaisaiiii 
and composed of some- of the 
prominent men of that day. The late 
Frederick Beach, of the firm of Mor- 
gan. & Beach, was a bandman. and 
played an alto horn long before the 
civil war. Henry C. Orftffie, another 


' Fort Wayne pioneer, was one 9f tho 


proudest of b&ndmen and witb^hifa 
were associated in the band " 
such men. aa Jacob and 
linger, John Powers and bit thr«« 
brothers; John Maier, the postmaster 
three generations ago; George De- 
Wald, now deceased, but recently of 
the ftrm of DeWald & Co.; David 
Haass and a number of other* of tho 
best known and 
most substantial 


citizens of the city. 


The old City band, 
which really 


"made Fort Wayne famous," was 
probably in its day the most remark- 
able institution, of its' kind ovor or- 
ganized. 'At one time—not so vory 
long ago at that—it embraced in its 
active .membership, the- mayor of th« 
city, two councllmen, a de'puty sher- 
iff, (afterwards sheriff), a candidate 


community. 
Mr. Uebelhoer is past 


80 years of age, and a portrait of 
him made from a photograph taken 
this week appears on this page. He 
has 
a fund of reminiscence that 


would be intensely interesting 
in 


print, provided that all readers of 
The Sentinel were musically inclined, 
tut less interesting to others. He 
has not been in the music business 
in any sense since 1885 and was not 
prominently connected with the pro- 
fession for several years prior to that 
date. 


There are several other gentlemen 


better known to this generation than 
Mr. Uebelhoer, however, wto can 
give him a pretty close coll. 
Fred 


Reinoke, for instance, has been an 
'orchestra leader in Fort Wayne for 
nearly thirty-five years, and still 
Mr. Reiueke might look you square- 
ly in the eye and tell you that he 
will be thirty-seven next Octooer. 
Fred Goebel, another old timer, land- 
ed in Fort Wayne 
ovor 
fifty-two 


years ago, and- a year or two later 
commenced playing in the band—and 
be has been playing with the band 
ever since. 
Then 
there 
is Phil. 


Kelntz, the real father of band music 
in Fort Wayne, who has been one of 
the most prominent figures in the 
business for thirty-four years, but 
all of those heretofore mentioned are 
overshadowed 
by Mr. 
Uebelhoer, 


who is easily the nestor of the whol« 
fraternity. 
Mr. Uebelhoer was a 


practical 
musician 
before 
Fort 


Wayne had a railroad service and lie 
is, probably the only living musician 
who serenaded 
the first railroad 


train that ever left this city.

Kansas City, but formerly of Fort 
Wayne; Martin Foellinger, uncle to 
the Foellinger brothers; Henry C. 
Giraffe, the -well known jerareler, late- 
ly deceased; the late Roman Eidnger, 
Mr. Uebelhoer and several others 
whos« names Mr. Uebelhoer could 
not recall. The latter at that time 
pjayad alto, afterwards played an E 
flat cornet and finally tcok up the 
clarinet, which was latterly his prin- 
cipal instrument. 


Years before the opening of the 


railroad, however, that is to say, in 
the early 40's, there was a band 
here of which a man named Graffe 
was the leader. In this band were 
Uie late George DeWald, ths late 
Frederick Beach, the late John Bek- 
er, Peter Kline, Jacob Foellinger, 
(William Gronauer, John Maier, post- 
master years ago; a man named 
Behler, tho father of Henry Autli, 
and others. 


A NOTABLE JOURNEY. 


The late Fred Beach once told ths 


writer ox a strenuous experience this 
band had one time. During its ex- 
istence a governor of Indiana was in- 
uugurated, the inauguration taking 
place in the spring of the year. Th«<re 
was a great rivalry among the bands 
in various parts of the state for the 
honor of playing for the ceremonies 
?nd the distinction iwas awarded to 
the Fort Wayne band. There was no 
money in the job, no espouses, no 
no-thing except hard work and lllim- 
itabls and rather ear^piercing .glory. 
There were no railroads those days 
and mighty little wagon road of any 
kind. 
The weather'was raw,, and

liandling- the jug, fell asleej^ his 
seat being at the rear, where his 
drum, covered 
with

BASS DRUM LOST, 


- Presently he woke up and at once 
inquired who had stolen his drum. 
Every member protested that he had 
nothing like a bass drum concealed 
about him and it finally dawned 
-upon all that the drum had slipped 
cut of its moorings and was lost. 
ITow 
a brass bund -without a bass 


drum is like a kite without a tail, 
only more so, and there was nothing 
to do but go back and find it or 
abandon the trip. Then there was 
language—iridescent, lurid and sul- 
phurous language. If lie was only 
half of what his companions said he 
was, the poor fellow, deaCT.more than 
fifty years, has not yet. got even 
close to the kingdom of heaven. 


It takes more thnrj harsh language 


though, to corral a hibernating bas-s 
drum on a dark night, so four of the 
band men with lanterns took the 
back track and after a two mile walk 
through mud over shoe tops came 
upon the wayward drum tranquilly 
and noiselessly reposimg in a pool of 
water. Meanwhile the other fellows 
sitting shivering and wet in the rain 
w-are absorbed in 
deep communion 


with the jugs, putting spirits down 
to keep their spirits 
up. 
Finally 


when Hie searchers returned the bass 
drummer was told a few more thing's 
that they had forgotten to mention 
before and then after a wait of two 
hours the procession once more moved 
and a haven for the nig-ht was event- 
ually reached. But the parade at In- 
dianapolis WAS worth it all. March- 
ing at the head of tho parad-e with 
streamers flying and -crowds cheering 
the Allen county heroes, the cornet 
players straightening- all the crooks 
ill their horns and an avalan-che of 
tones cordant «nd otherwise 
filling 


the air like; a Dakota blizzard, that 
paid for it all. And the bass drum- 
mer, glory be, redeemed himself com- 
pletely by busting both heads of his 
drum. 


PAID THEIR OWN BILLS. 


The toar.'imen paid their own hotel 


bills, bought their own booze and 
after two days at 
the metropolis 


started on the return trip reaching 
home after a four day's journey. No 
conquering army, no victorious gen- 
eral ever came home in greater glory 
than that band and for twenty-five 
years after all reckoning went by 
"before," or "after the bond went to 
Indianapolis"—like the "big wind" 
in Ireland. "I actually think," said 
Mr. Beach, "that I had more fun-—hod 
•the best time of my life on> that trip, 
and not a man begrudged the time 
and money tliat it cost him—not even 
the bass drummer." 
Think of it 


What would -a band today think of a 
250-mile trip through mud and rain 
in an open -wagon., eight days on the 
road, no expense account and all for 
red fire and glory? Not for your Aunt 
Marthal Varnished coaches if you 
please, a fast train and special cox, pie 
and cakes, hair mattress on the firsl 
floor, beer checks, street car tickets 
six dollars per day per man, tip your 
hiat to the leader, and not too much 
playing -because, "What do you thick 
this is? We aint no hand-organ. 
But that's only one of the results-o: 
the march of civilization as pertains 
to bands. 


PROFESSOR STRUBEY COMES. 
After tills band came Joe Ledffels 


who organized a n«rw band but re- 
mained only 'a short time before re- 
turning to Naw York, Fort Wayne 
life being a little to crude for him. 
Professor 
Strubey was the next 


light in the musical galaxy, Strubey 
came here with a circus in '52 or 54, 
any way during the cholera epidemic. 
His wife was taken down with chol- 
era while here and the circus moved 
on leaving the professor to care for 
his wife who died within- a day or 
two. 
Strubey concluded 
to locate 


here and some time later organized 


a band out of the bsst talent then 
f 


available; this was early in '56. j 
Strubey organized the band but made j 
Henry Orffi the leader and it is prob- j 
able that Mr. Orff -.vho died about j 
ten or twelve years ago, was one of j 
the most qualified theoretical band 
men ever in Fort Wayne; he was a i 
most accomplished musical scholar. 


After a year or perhaps two, Stru- i 


>ey and Orff had some differences and 
i 


then for the first time tiere was gen- I 
uine competition in the local band: 
business, Strubey organizing another 
land from among the younger musi- 
oi«ms, among thean being Fred Goe- 
bel, Fred J. Redneke, .kids at that j 
time; Uebelh-oer, Herman Fisher, 
David, the father 
of countalmani 


ffauss, and others; but some of these 
went back to Orff 
who proselyted 


tTcbelboer and H-auss and had be- 
sides on his staff the elder Spiegel, 
father of Erneet Spiegel the Broad- 
way grocer, who was them playing 
with Strvlbey; a man named None- 
gaser and others. 


BAND REORGANIZED. 


In 1861 OxfE quit the -band business j 


ana Strubey reorganized all the best 
musicians, the organization being 
knowit as the Union band. In this 
band 
were Uebelhoer, 
both the 


Spiegel's, 
John 
Powers, 
Emmet 


Powers, George Bremer, the wagon- 
maker, Val Schilling, Nonegaser, 
Fred Relneke, Roman Ehiagex, Fred' 
Goebel, Eli Nirddinger and Christ 
Hoetman, the hackman, who still has 
a pair of cymbals which, he would not 
part with fox gold, nor silver, nor 
precious stones. 


Meanwhile Joe 
Leiffels 
had re- 


turned from New York and thought 
he would give Fort Wayne another 
whirl by starting another band. He 
didn't cut much ice, however, until 
1868 wbea be gained supremacy, re- 
sulting in the disruption of tbe Un- 
ion band and the 
establishing of 


Leiftel's band with Obarfie 
Jones, 


brother to Harvey and F. L. Jones, of 
the Troy laundry, as leader. Jones 
was a captain on the cornet and had 
a swell band until after the Chicago 
fire in '71 when Philip Keinz came 
to town and succeeded 
Jones, 
In 


April, '72, a band known as Keinz's 
band was organized, forming^ the 
nucleus of tbe best band Fort Wayne 
ever had. 


FAMOUS CITY BAND. 


In December, 1874, Keinz's band, 


which up to that time was a proprie- 
tary one, was formally reorganized- 
and the name was changed to-"Fort 
Wayne City Band." August 12, 
1879, the band was incorporated un- 
der the state laws and Mr. Keinz re- 
tained the leadership -until 1902, a. 
period 
of thirty-one years. 
Over 


three years ago J. L. Verwiere suc- 
ceeded Mr. Keinz as leader and last 
spring the City band went out of ex- 
istence by adopting the,, name Fort 
Wayne City Packard band. This cat- 
alogue soon proved to unwieldy to 
carry and within a few months the 
famous City band completely lost its 
identity, the organization now being 
known simply 
as "The Packard 


Band." 


During the years from the organ- 


ization of Keinz's band in 1872 to 
the present

died. The most notable of all proba- . 
bly were .the First Regiment Artil- 
lery band, organized in 1888 as part 
of the First Artillery regiment of the 
Indiana Legion and afterward of the 
National Guard, and Shober's First 
regiment band, whi"h disbanded last 
year. 
'" 


SHOBER'S BAND CAREER. 


Gart Shober took the directorship 


of the old Fjrst regiment 
band in 


1893 and remained with it until it 
was mustered out in 1896. It waa 
the first reed military band in the 
city and one summer filled fifty-four 
engagements, turning out an equiv- 
alent of fifty-two men one Fourth of 
July to fill four separate engage- 
ments. It was a real meritorious or- 
ganization and on its djisbandment 
eleven of its members were taken up 
by the City band, eight of whom ara 
still with tbe Packard band. Back 
in 1883, the same Shober, who was 
then a member of tbe City band, got 
into a racket with the organization 
and withdrew to organize an opposi- 
tion band known as tbe 
American 


band, including in its membership 
Al Melcbing and George Jacobs, both 
afterwards 
members of tbe 
City 


bead. At tbe same time tbe City 
band had a difficulty with the Saen- 
gerbund, always a •warm patron of 
the old organization. The American 
band was scarcely organized 
when 


Matthias Sclialk, a saloonkeeper and 
member of tbe Saeitgerbund, died and 
tbe new band was at once engaged to 
furnish music at the funeral. 
Tbe 


young band bad not yet stocked up 
its repertoire and bad no dirges. One 
•was discovered, however, in the pos- 
session of Professor 
Hocb, cf St. 


Paul's Catholic cburch, and y,»« bor- 
rowed. 
••* 


PLAY DIRGE TWO MILES. 


There was no time for rehearsal ' 


and it wouldn't do to let tbe Saenger- 
bunA know that there was only "one 
dirge, so to save the embarrassment 
ol stopping and recommencing the" 
same march, the band 
started the 


dirge at the corner of Main and Har- 
rison streets and repeated it without 
stopping to the Wabash crossing on 
Broadway, the interment 
being in 


the St. John's cemetery southwest of 
the city. That was certainly quite a 
stunt tor any band. In less than a 
year all the differences were settled 
and 
Shober returned to tbe City 


band. 


Then there was St. Cecelia band, 


organized principally from members 
of St. Paul's Catholic church, under 
the leadership of a 
Prof. Behler, 


which thrived for several ye*rs, 
Spiegel's band, under the leadership 
of Ernest Spiegel, who left tbe City 
band and run his own from '.78 to 
'78 when he, too, returned to the old 
organization. 
Shortly 
afterward 


Philip Wassman organized what be 
called the Union band, but it was 
shortlived. 
A colored band was 


started several times, but beyond do- 
ing a little campaign workiand a tre- 
mendous lot of sweating did not ac- 
complish anything. 
Six or 
seven 


years ago A. 0. U. W. No. 36 organ- 
ized a big- band with a fat drum 
major, white uniforms, 
a splendid 


set of instruments and no musicians 
to speak of and after a turbulent ca- 
reer of several years gave -way to tbe 
Olympia band, which finally went 
under in 1903. 


SOME OTHER BANDS. 


About '97 the Wayne Tent band, 


variously known as "West End" 
band and "Schroeder's band," was 
established. It has:done a large vol- 
ume of business and is still in exist- 
ence and is now known as the Citi- 
zens' band. The Arion band, a Sev- 
enth and Tenth ward organization, 
was formed six or seven years ago, 
is a creditable little organization and 
bids fair to live for a long time to 
come. 
The latest acquisition is the 


Fort Wayne Military band organized 
from among the younger musicians 
and students. It is under the in- 
struction of Paul Verwiere and will 
probably soon be in the active field. 
Some months ago instruments were 
purchased and a Woodman's band 
was organized, but 
the enterprise 


died a-bornin', never got beyond the 
rehearsal stage and the instruments 
were returned to the factory. With 
the exception of the City band and its 
successor no further 
band 
history 


would be interesting. It is a note- 
worthy fact, however, that the ven- 
erable Mr.. Uebelhoer played in every 
one of the bands mentioned up to 
1885 with the exception of the band 
of the '40's, which made the memora- 
ble and record-breaking trip to Indi- 
anapolis, something that no other 
living musician 
can boast of—nor 


dead ones either. 
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PHIL KEINZ ARRIVES. 


One crisp Kfwember afternoon in

Keinz is now past 65 years of age 
and has been»in the music business 
.continuously since he was twelve 


;years old, receiving his first instruc- 
tion from his i father, who was also a 
'fine musician. 


BEGAN ON VIOLIN. 


He commenced on a violin in his 


old home in Hesse Darmstadt. Ger- 
many, and. can still show bumps on 
his knuckles wrhere hlg father rapped 
him -with the violin bow when he 
happened to .get his fingers on the 


• •wrong1 string.' He came to New York 
In 1853 and'.remained there two 
years playing .cornet in 
Bupple's 


band and 
the 
famous 
Dodsworth 


bond. He theniiemoved to Chicago, 
where h« remained seventeen years, 
playing under such famous directors 
as 
Hans 
Balatka, 
Bosenbecker, 


Johnny Hand and others; then wh«?n 
he was burned out of house and 
home he came to Fort Wayne as 
Btated. For-about a year he played 
•With Lelffel's' band under Charlie 
. Jdcei, but in 1872 Jones joined n 
circus V>and'taking with hint Belneke 
and Goebcl. Keinz then gathered up 
the musicians thnt were left and in 
April, 1872,vorgunized Keinz's band, 
which event marked the beginning 
of a new band era In this city. Pres- 


' ently Beineke and Goebel 
returned 


from thoir tour and 
Joined with 


, Keinz and the three have been iden- 
tified with the came organizations 
ever since. He occasionally 
refers 


with pride and considerable bombast 
to his military experience. Ho was 
In Chicago at the breaking out of the 
civil war and enlisted as a bands- 
man for tho ninety-day service. At 
the end of his period of enlistment he 
swore he had put down the rebellion 
and refused to be shot at any longer, 
so he returned to Chicago and devot- 
ed himself to soothing tho savage 
breast -with his cornet. 


NEW £BA IN LOCAL MUSIC. 
As stated the coming 
of Keinz 


marked a new era in local band busi- 
ness. He had played under the best 
(band masters in the west and lind 
acquired a style and technical knowl- 
edge of tho business that waa pos- 
sessed by no other leader in Fort 
rWayne up to 
that 
time. Philip 


3£elnz is the father of 
good band 


music in this city and all that is 
good In band music in Fort Wayne 
i-today was founded, nailed down and 
•clinched by the veteran leader. 


As a director Mr. Keinz teas not 


i particularly graceful nnd 
he never 


[played to the grand stand, but he 
'knew what lie wanted and he got it. 
JTha peculiar brilltant "flwing;."' the 
[clean, crisp intonation and the per- 
jtfect unison of attack and finesse thnt 
•marked the work of the 
old City 


jfcand in its palmiest days was tha re- 
sult of the work of Keinz and it wns 
[those same characteristics that mnde 
ithat band famous 
throughout the 


jlength and breadth of the land. He 
used to say to his men: "If you don't 
play any other notes in a strain, play 
the first one nnd the last one.'' Mod-, 
ulation, expression rrad balance were 
other strong points in his instruc- 
tion. 


No man wns allowed to think he 


was the whole bnnd or that unless 
he wns heard above all the others the 
music wouldn't sound well; a perfect 
balance in quantity of tone wns in- 
sisted on always. 
Some times in a 


passage thnt wns to be played ex- 
tremely pianissimo a player wns 
playing probably as softly 
as he 


could, but too loud to suit Keinz, who 
Would rush over to him and shout: 
"Holy Smokes, do you think pp 
stands for double forte Dot's double 
piano, soft; soft, soit, very soft." His 
drill was rough, but it brought re- 
sults and when he got through his 
hand played ns one man. 


EMINENT AS A PERFORMER. 
Personally, as a straight business 


performer on an E flat cornet, in his 
prime, he had few equals and prob- 
ably no superior in this country. He 
was possessed ot faultless execu- 
tion and his tone combined rare 
brilliancy 
with the 
clear, silvery 


sweetness of a flute. Three years 
ago, when he had been a professional 
musician nearly fifty years, he an- 
nounced that when he reached the 
half century mark he would invite 
all his old colleagues to his house for 
CDB grand, final blow-out and would 
then lay aside Ijls cornet aad retire. 
That was three years ago, but there 
waa no blow-out and any time the 
Packard band turns out, the careful 
observer with the naked eye can see 
the old scout right up in the front 
| low tooting away just the same as 


I lie did years and years ago. Twitted 
obout his threatened retirement sev- 
eral days ago he said: "I can't do it 
you know; I can't do it. It's my 
1't'e; my only enjoyment and I guess 
1 won't quit until somebody blows 
•taps' for mo." 


Under Keinz':; leadership the band 


j participated in a number of contests 
ond in no instance failed 
to get 


away with first money—never missed 
once. 
A number of years ago at a 


contest at Upper Sandusky, Ohio, the 
band humped up against the famous 
Great Western band 
of Sandusky 


City, a full reed band of about thirty 
pieces, 
uuder 
the 
leadership of 


Charlie Betz, still a noted bandmas- 
ter. 


Keinz was there with sixteen men. 


all brass. 
It was all off though 


vheai the City band marched down 
the street in the parade. Every man 
played every note in front of him 
and that swing, that volume, that 
perfect attack, that ev«n balance and 
keen precision settled 
the matter 


right there and the City band had 
the money won before going on the 
stand. The judges awarded Keinz's 
i-ggregation 98 13-14 points out of a 
possible 100. Then there

FBED GOEBEL A PIONEEB. 
Fred Goebel Is another of tho old- 


ost musicians insert Wayne who is 
still in the harness, 
and both in 


years and business, ranks next to 
Mr. Uebelhocr. 
Fred floated into 


town one morning just 31 years ago 
this month. He came in on a canal 
.boat from Toledo, 
but whether he 


was billed as Junk or ballast he re- 
fuses to say. Previous to this he 
had floated into Now York harbor 
from Germany, but after straining 
his neck looking at the high build- 
Ings ho concluded to go west and 
grow up. Ho was not a musician 
when Mo landed here and soon found 
employment with Jacob Foellinger, 
with whom ho learned the shoemak- 
Ing trade. He woe then 1C years old 
and two years later took up the study 
of music under Prof. Strubey.

Ho had enlisted for three years, but 
during the year congress passed a. 
measure abolishing all regimental 
bands and G-oebel was mustered out. 
He has never ijuite forgiven congress 
for thus ruthlessly depriving him of 
the opportunity to save the country 
unaided mid alone. 


BOBISTSON GOT HIM. 


He crime home .and five days later 


while he was writing a. letter to con- 
gress, telling it what he thought 
about it, John B-abinison, the pioneer 
circus man drove in from Huntington 
looking for a clarinet plsiyer. Goebel 
dropped 
his letter, 
climbed into 


Bobinson's buggy and that night 
started with the circus with which 
he finished the sensor.". By 1S63 he 
h.id accumulated enough lucre to buy 
a saloon which he conducted for three I 
years, meanwhile playing with one 
John O'Niel who had come to town 
and started a bnnd. He played with 
O'Neii several years and then in '67 
amd °6S he traveled 
with Charles 


Sharpe's Quintuplexal troupe, tra- 
versing the whole country east of the 
Mississippi river. He left this con- 
cern to go with Stowe Brothers' cir- 
cus, a daughter of one of whom is 
now Mrs. Fred Beineke. The late 
John Koch, son-in-law of Fred Eck- 
ert, wns also a member 
of Stowe

later 
Fred 


Beineke nl?o joined. 
He next lo- 


cated at Milford, Mass., where he 
played in a band and orchestra until 
he got the trouping fever again nnd

then for several years traveled suc- 
cessively with Benedict & Sharpley's 
minstrels, European circus, and Stone 
& Murray's minstrels. December 31, 
1869 he enlisted in the navy for two 
years and was assigned to the United 
States navy bond on the flag ship at 
Portsmouth, N. H., and played at the 
funeral of Admiral Farragut at New 
York. 


WITH SHOW BANDS. 


January 1st, 1872, his enlistment 


having expired the day before, he 
joined a hall 
show which drilled 


through the New England states in 
slelghe, with the thermometer at 
tivies down to thirty-six d«grees be~ 
low zero. That was just a trifle too 
frosty for your uncle 
Goebel who 


soon hiked foi home, arriving here 
April 15. In less than a week, the 
clarinet player with Forepaugh's cir- 
cus, died of smallpox and Goebel was 
drafted into service and played that 
season with the gre>at showman. In 
1874 and 1875 lie was home and had 
joined the City band, but in 1876 ac- 
cepted an engagement with Currier's 
celebrated Cincinnati band. In 1877 
he returned to Fort Wayna and has 
remained here since, playing unin- 
terruptedly with the City band and 
its successor and Beineke's orches- 
tra 
The profession of music did not 


treat Mr. Goebel badly nnd he is 
probably the most comfortably fixed 
financially, of any of his colleagues. 
He owns a business block on West 
Main street, a handsome residence on 
Brackenridge street, Jros several other 
properties and he can draw his check 
for a dollar and forty cents anyway. 


If anyone were to tell you that 


Fred J. Beineke has been in the mu- 
sic business for nearly forty-eight 
years you would naturally look on 
that fellow with considerable sus- 
picion and carefully count your 
chixngo before you left him. You 
mlgiht, too, incidentally ask him how 
long since he had gone bug-house or 
whether Bcincke commenced playing 
before 
he was born. Its 
gospel 


truth, though, every word of it. Mr. 
Beineke is the only one of the "Big 
Three1'—Keiuz, Goebel and Bolneke— 
who came to Fort Wayne without 
nny clothes on. He didn't blow in 
nor float in like Keinz and Goebel. 
but wns born here—somowhcre near 
tho corner of Wayne and Barr 
streets, about where the "Oooney" 
cigar factory now stands. This cal- 
amity happened along about 1845, 


d the effects If it promise to last 


for a long time to come.At the age of 
eight young Beineke commenced tho 
study of music under the instruction 
of Prof. Strubey along in June, 1857. 
His first instrument was a flute and 
anyone 
who 
thinks 
that 
Prof. 


Beineke can make music only 
by 


drawing horse-hair across the di- 
gestive remains of a cat or by blow- 
ng the dents out of a trombone, Is 
j.ldly mistaken. 


He cnn todny tnke a flute or a pic- 


colo nnd make the man in the moon 
lock foolish. He afterwards took up 
violin and cornet and played 
with 


Strubey for several years, and when 
Strubey went over 
to the Union 


baud he followed him, but soon after 
associated himself with Joe Leiffels, 
with whose orchestra he remained 
until Jones' band 
was 
organized, 


when he identified himself with that 
organization. 


OEGANIZED OBCHESTBA. 


In '72, after Keinz came here nnd 


organized his band, as already de- 
tailed, Beineke became a member 
and nt the same time organized an 
orchestra, 
which 
was 
known ns 


Beineke's orchestra, wihich name it 
cnrries today and is the only musical 
crganizntion in the city thnt has not 
changed its iianii in thirty-three 
years, or changed manager or lendar. 
During that time Mr. Bselneke has 
earned 
and paid 
out to his men 


<nough money to buy almost nny 
business block in town. Keinz nnd 
G-oebel were members of his orches- 
tra when it wns born, and they nre 
still members and have 'been unin- 
terruptedly ever since. 
The three 


rJso have 
continuously 
remained 


members of the ss.me band and its 
successors nnd nre the only three of 
the original 
group 
who are left. 


Beineke. like most musicians of abil- 
ity sometime in their life, got the 
trouping fever. In 1867 he traveled 
n while with a concert company and 
in '83 was out with the Bingham- 
Mcore drnmntic company nnd in '69 
was 
a member 
of Forepaugh 
& 


Brady's circus bnnd. In '70 and '71 
he was 
the boss 
fiddler 
of Stowe 


Brothers, circus nud sawed on his 
fiddle so hard nnd so sweetly thnt he 
won 
himself a wife, 
daughter of 


Elijah Stowe, although the wedding 
did not take place until some nine or 


ten years later. The last circus was 
his last experience on the road and 
today probably nobody but a sheriff 
could get him to ^tay out of Fort 
Wayne over night. 


IN THBATEB SINCE 1878. 


Albout 1878 Mr. 
Beineke com- 


menced his career as a local the- 
atrical leader and he has never been 
out of that position since. 
He was 


first leader at Colerick's opera house, 
afterward at the Academy of Music, 
and in '84 opened the Temple, which 
has had no other leader since. 
He 


has been orchestra. leader at Bobi- 
son park for the past two seasons 
and this spring took on the Majestic 
theater, so that today he controls all 
the theatrical music in Fort Wayne 
and this summer will 
conduct or 


manage the orchestras at Bobison 
park, the Majestic and the Temple. 
The first big show he played for 
•when he first undertook 
the the- 


atrical leadership at Colerick's opera 
house was Bice's musical extrava- 
ganza, 
"Evangeline." 
The 
comj 


imuy carried a piano player and nil 
that was wanted 
from 
tho house 


management was a violin player. 
Beineke took his place in the pit and 
opened his music, which looked con- 
siderably like Greek to him. The 
shoiw opened and Beineke floundered 
along in a helpless sort of a way 
for a while, 
sometimes 
knowing 


where he -was at, but most of the 
time not knowing. Pretty soon the 
manager came along and stooping 
ever whispered to him in tihe kind- 
liest 
(manner 
imaginable: 
"Mr. 


Leader, I think you could fnjoy this 
show better from the front of the 
house." Keineke took the gentle hint 
and saw the .balance of the show 
from the parquet. "I don't think," 
said ho, "that T ever enjoyed a show 
less in all my life; and it was a 
darn good show Leo." He was never 
.nvited to see the show though, after 
:hat, and for years Fort Wayne has 
enjoyed 
the enviable 
distinction 


momg show men of having the best 
theater orchestra of any one night 
:own between New York and San 
Francisco. Thnt is certainly a repu- 
tation worth having. 
ANOTHER PIONEEB BANDSMAN, 


rnesjt Spiel, the Broadway grocer 


is also an old bandsman, starting in 
a year after Beineke hut he is no 
longer on the active liet having quit 
the business altogether same years 
ago. 
He played with. Strubey nnd 


Jooes off and on until Keinz's bnnd 
was formed -when he joined there, re- 
maining until 1876 >when he quit and 
organized a band of his own which 
he conducted with considerable suc- 
cess for two years when he returned 
to tJie City band where he remained 
until his final retirement 


Tho Packard band, now the lead- 


ing band of the city, is too well 
known to all readers of The Sentinel 
to need any historical dilation, being 
not yet two years old. Of the origin- 
al City band—the Incorporated band 
—there remain only n. few members, 
namely, Keinz, Goebel, Beineke, F. 
Charles Meyer, Ben Bekei*, Soon Bur- 
dette amd Lou Bourie, the other older 
members were recruited from ITirst 
Begiment band upon Its disbaadment 
and the balance from, the younger 
musicians of tlie city. It contains 
most of the best musical talent of 
the city and under the able direction) 
of Conductor Verwiere has developed 
into a first-class amateur organiza- 
tion. It numbers about thirty-five 
men, could probably muster a play- 
ing strength of forty men and Is in 
balcrat, as well equipped as any band 
^n ft city of tihe size of Fort Wayne 
•west of ttie New England states. The 
fact that It has never been success- 
ful in^landing any .prizes in contests 
is due, not to the inferiority of the 
band but to the superiority of the 
other bands from larger cities, with 
whom it oanie in competition. There 
s n vast difference between a full 
military band and a brass band such 
as the old City band. The latter was 
an exceptional body, composed of old 
muslcinrss of years of rugged experi- 
ence, while the Packard is composed 
of young men, with the exceptions 
named, many of whom were still 
students when they fell under the di- 
rection of Conductor Verwiere. 
All 


the bands with which the Packard 
IB.S yet been ir» competition, -were 
composed of old veterans mostly, just 
such fellows as comprised the old 
City band. 


FBOZE HIM OUT. 


It is not-a secret and yet not a 


generally known fact that the pres- 
ent, is not Director Verwiere's first 
residence in Fort Wayme. Mr. Ver- 
•weira was discovered in South Bend 
ft dozen or so years ago by George 
Jacobs, the music dealer, then a mem- 
ber of the City band. The band was 
in need of a good, strong solo cornet- 
ist, 
and after 
some consultation 


among the principal members, it was 
agreed to make an effort to land the 
young man. He came with the ex- 
pectation of getting his full share of 
the orchestra work and all the band 
work. 
He secured a job driving a 


delivery wagon for Kang Bros., at a 
small wage, which helped a little but 
the orchestra work didn't materialize. 
Beineke's orchestra at that time was 
a pretty close corporation and Ver- 
wiere was just a trifle too good a cor- 
netist to be given too much encour- 
agement; it might lead to the es- 
tablishment of another orchestra. 
Keinz, Beineke, Burdett, Jacobs and 
Goebel comprised the temple orches- 
tra and were the Nucleus of Beineke's 
orchestra nnrl so long as they had all 
they could do but no more, they did 


not feel like fostering' a dangerous 
element like Verwiere promised to 
become, so he failed to get much more 
than the crumbs and. soon returned, to 
South Bend. 


Mr. Verwiere is not driving a de- 


livery wagon these days, but holds 
a responsible position in the tuning 
department of the 
Packard 
piano 


works and is respected and admired 
by all who know him. As a director 
he is graceful In motion, has the 
happy faculty of imparting to his 
men his own spirit In playing and 
while somewhat original In some of 
his interpretations, carries his ideas 
through to pleasing effects and gets 
all out of his men there is in them. 


A SCBAP OF HISTOBY. 


Before' closing this historical nar- 


rative a little incident illustrating 
the sturdy independence of the old 
City band may be read •with Inter- 
est. The writer overlooked it at its 
proper place, hence this interpolation, 
la 1878 or '79 the band found itself 
sadly In need of uniforms and an at- 
tempt to raise money by subscription 
to purchase, them, was made. 
Less 


than $200 was subscribed, where- 
upon the band dug down and, by giv- 
ing picnics and advancing the money 
from their pockets purchased theii 
glad clothes. 
The following yeai 


:here was a public demonstration ol 
some kind and the band was solicited 
to donate its services. "Not them 
boys," ohj no. Cold cash or a steel 
rivited contract was what they want- 
ed. Then there was a hullabaloo and 
;he public shouted: "Didn't we buy 
your uniforms and now you won't 
slay a little penny job without payP" 
Thereupon the old subscription lists 
were hunted up and every subscriber 
who had paid in was forthwith hand- 
id back his money—all told less than 
!200. The uniforms had cost $1,400. 
fhe cloth, trimmings and helmets 
were Imported direct 
from 
Berlin. 


rhe pants-were of doeskin costing $9 
per yard, the coats of beaver broad- 
cloth costing $6 per yard and the 
helmets cost either $18 or $28 apiece. 
They -were the 
regulation 
officers' 


jelmets of the German Hussars, each 
one -with a leather casa and horsehair 
plume, detachable, nnd the spread 
eagle and other metal parts were gold 
plated. Most of the coatg are still 
wearable, while the helmets are prac- 
tically as good as new. There Is not 
a band in Fort Wttyne which has a 
single uniform costing as much as 
one of those helmets, whether at $18 
or $28. After the Incident of return- 
ng the money was closed, there was 
no further blow on the part of tho 
rabllo about having supported the 
land by donations, respect for tha or- 
ganization was increased and when 
anybody wanted the services of the 
band he paid over the money and 
didn't grumble either. The band was 
worth all It got at that.

and affectionately known in his life- 
time throughout Illinois as "Uncle 
Dick," governor and United States 
senator, never uttered more eloquent 
•words than* those of his "classic on 
corn." It was delivered at a dinner 
of the Fellowship club in Chicago on 
September 9, 1894, 
at a harvest 


home festival. 


The former governor and senator 


aat at the speakers' table engaged 
in conversation, -with Sir Conan Doyle 
wh'sn .his name was called by the 
toastmaster, Franklin H. Head. The 
toast he gave to 
each orator was 


"W'uit I Know About Farming." 
Uncle Dick gazed for a minute upon 
the harvest decorations of the ban- 
quet hall, particularly at the tall 
.stalks of corn with large ears upon 
the wall. Then he spoke: 


"The corn, the corn, the corn>, that 


in its first beginning and its growth 
has furnished aptest illustration of 
the tragic announcement of the chief'- 
est hope of man. If he die he shall 
surely live again. Planted in the 
friendly but sombre bosom of the 
mo^er earth it dies. Yea, it dies 
the second death, surrendering up 
each trace of form and. earthly shape 
until the wayward tide is stopped by 
tbe reacting vital germ •which, 
breaking all the bonds and cerements 
of its sad decline, comes bounding, 
laughing into life and light the fit- 
test of all the symbols that make 
certain promise of the fate of man. 
And eo it died and then it lived 
again. And so my people died. By 
some unknown, uncertain and un- 
friendly fate I found mysaif mak- 
ing my first journey into life from 
conditions as lowly as those sur- 
rounding that awakening, dying, 
living infant germ. 


RECALLS DATS OF YOUTH. 
"II was in those days 'when I, a 


simple boy, had wandered from In- 
diana to Springfield -that I there met 
the father of thin good man (Joseph 
Jefferson), 
wboae kind end gentle 


words to me were as water to a 
thirsty soul, as the shadow of a rock 
to a weary man. I loved Ms father 
then, I love the son now. Two full 
generations have been taught by his 
gentleness and smiles, and team have 
quickly answered to the command of 
his artistic -mind. Long may he live 
to make ua laugh and cry, and cry 
and laugh. by turns, as he may choose 
to rocvo uc. 
' "But now again my mind turns to 
the glorious corn. See it! look on 
its rijxraing waving field. See how it

In these three sentences Secretary 


Wilson has summed up about all 
that we have been trying to teach for 
the last three of four years about the 
kind of fertilizers needed to restore 


Soi retain soil fertility. There is ab- 


solutely nothing that will on the or- 
dinary farm take the place of barn 
yard manure; or to be more accurate, 
there is absolutely nothing, no mat- 
ter what the price, that will take the 
place of vegetable matter, supplied 


* either in barn yard 
manure or in 


grass roots. 


As we have often told our readers, 


cultivation in grain crops decreases 


* the fertility 
of land in two ways: 


First and mainly, by the decomposi- 
tion of the humus or vegetable mat- 
ter in the soil, this decomposition be- 
ing brought albout by the free access 
of the air to the soil, which is in- 
evitable from cultivation, leaving as 
a product ash and gas. The first re- 
mains in the soil as permanent fer- 
tility. The gas escapes into the air, 
but the humus which enabled it to 
withstand drouth and wet is gone. 
The second way in which continued 
crop cultivation decreases the fertil- 
ity of soils is by the actual removal 
of the 
potash 
and 
phosphorate*, 


Mhe mineral elements of fertility. 


A great reason why prairie soil* j 


wear out is by the wearing out or 
the decomposition of the fcumu* or 
vegetable matter; and when this is 
worn out it does not matter much 
•what you apply- You can stimulate | 
eoils for a little while, but it is like 


• * the stimulation 'of alcoholic liquors 


or narcotics. It helps for a little and 
then leaves you in wor»e shape than, 
before. 
You absolutely must keep 


up the supply of the humus in the 
soil if you intend to grow crops. If 


* chemical knowledge verified by ex- 


perience shows that the *oll lack* 


* some of these mineral element*, then 


they should be added In the form of 
commercial fertilizers. 


> 
For example, th« peaty soils found 


in ponds and lakes frequently refu*e 
to grow corn unless they are treated 
with potash. Why? Because from 
the very nature of the formation of 
these soils they are composed too ex- 
clusively of vegetable matter and 
lack the mineral or inorganic ele- 
ments. 
These should therefore b« 


added. 
But 
where 
ordinary soil 


wears out or, as we say, the cream Is 
skimmed off of it, and it require* 
commercial fertilizers, it should al- 
ways be added in connection with 


• vegetable matter, either a »od turned 


under or barn yard manure, or per- 
haps peat .from a pond or the black 
soil from a ditch. In some way or 
other we must restore this vegetable 
matter. 


The 'history of fallowing throw* a 


bright light on this subject. In our 
boyhood in Pennsylvania fallowing 
was quite a common practice. It hae 
long since been aljandoned. It is a 


"^ common practice now in t&e wheat- 


growing sections of the Dakotas and 
in Washington, Oregon and Idaho. 
It will be abandoned there. 
Why? 


It does Increase the yield for the 
next year or two simply because it 
gives opportunity for the humus ma- 
terial to decompose, and in those dry 
sections 
it becomes 
available for 


plant food the next year; but in the 
end it simpdy hastens the inevitable 
process of wearing 
out the land 


which goes on wherever one crop 
farming is followed, unless in some 


•way vegetable matter is returned to 
the soil. 


GET EVEN WITH TEE BEEE 


TRUST. 


The investigation of the beef trust 


has made the feeding of range cattle 
in the weet not only unprofitable -but 
a losing business. Cattle men all 
through the west are going out of 
business, fortunes have been wasted 
and the industry is prostrated. In the 
state of Iowa alone forty bank wrecks 
are attributed directly to the declin- 
ing cattle industry. 


The white-washing report by Secre- 


tary Garfleld of the industrial com- 
mission does not change the facts, 
and western farmers are confronted 
with the most serious problems they 
have ever had to face. 
Obviously, 


the cattle business will not die out 
entirely, but the 
old methods -will 


have to be changed. It is probable 
that cattle feeding on the large scale 
that'has heretofore marked this in- 
dustry will never again be attempt- 
ed; but farmers who have the neces- 
sary land and believe in the profits 
of diversified farming will raise cat- 
tle that will supply the people of this 
country. 


Improvements <in breeds is the first 


thing to be considered. The scrub 
steer eats as much as a good one, but 
does'not produce nearly so much 
money. If the farmers want tfl make 
money and" make it at the smallest 
layout of money and labor let them 
raise good cattle. Start with a small 
number at first, buy a few good bred 
heifers of any breed you like best and 
beet cattle always bring fancy prices. 
You can depend on that. 


Be careful not to let your breeds 


deteriorate. 
Do not use common 


bulls. Females from 
the initial 


cross-breed to pure bred bulls will 
transmit a stronger tendency toward 
true type and this process will in 
time establlih a pure bred herd. 


The farmer must also study the 


best method of feeding. Cattle rais- 
ing hereafter will be more of a sci- 
ence than ever, and the man who de- 
pends on guess work in feeding will 
come out at the little end of the horn. 
He must know to an absolute certain- 
ty the kind of feed which will pro- 
duce the greatest amount of flesh at 
the leart cost. He may afford to buy 
some feed from his neighbor to raise 
high-class beef. 


Wot mil farmers have the knowl- 


edge, the tact, or the inclination to 
raise flnt-elas* beef cattle, but these 
men can raise corn to supply those 
who do. Whatever may be the re- 
sults of the investigations of the beef 
trust 
methods 
farmers 
will be 


obliged *o take a new tack in the 
management of their business If they' 
ever hope to succeed and it will be 
along the lines indicated in the fore- 
going.

This Trouble in Sheep. 


(W. J. Kennedy, Iowa Experiment 


Station.) 


English farmer* are using with 


good succets Lysol (a German medi- 
cine) for stomach worms in sheep. 
Prom twelve to sixteen tablespoons- 
ful'fce. added to one gallon of water, 
which, will be sufficient to drench 
about sixteen lambs. This is highly 
recommended by several of the lead- 
ing sheep breeders as being a sure 
cure. Some tmen claim that in some 
instances it is supposed to nave 
killed lambs. Where the proper pre- 
cautions are taken 
there does not 


seem to foe any necessity for any in- 
jurious effects on the lambs. 


In tihe county of Shropshire, the 


home of the Shropshire 
sheep, I 


found men who had been very suc- 
cessful' in combating this difficulty. 
Their method was simple and based 
en sound principles. 
They claimed 


that one of the principal things to be 
observed was the 
condition of the 


lambs, lambs in good health and 
condition are much stronger, thus 
tetter able to ward off parasites of 
any kind. The weak, thin lambs are 
the most susceptible. This being the

case, they always grain fed both 
ewes and lambs.

cine.

In 
case lof failure the work and material 
are aidead loss. In England the dis- 
tance? between drains runs from 18 
to SO^feet, according to the porosity 
of the soil. In 
this country the 


width runs from 24 to 40 feet. 


During the past few years labor- 


saving machinery has been invented 


•hich greatly reduces the cost of 


drainage and shortensithe time neces- 
sary to do the work. Where the soil 


fertile, as is the case in swamp 


lands, the drainage is often paid for 
by the crops in one or two years. 


Strange as it may seem to those 


who have not studied the 
subject, 


swamp lands that have accumulated 
the drainage of the hills and its own 
rich vegetation for hundreds of years 
and which is believed to be extremely 
fertile, will not produce good crops 
without the addition of some form of 
fertilizer. 
The trouble is that the 


soil contains too much phosphorus 
and too much nitrogen, often three 
and four times as much" as is neces- 
sary, but is lacking in potash. When 
this element is supplied in proper 
quantities to swampy soil it produces 
the most marvelous results.

When this condition exists the best 
way is to tear out the old meshing 
entirely and replace it with new. If 
it is not broken at the sides where it 
is Joined to the tin it may pay to freo 
it from obstruction with a large pin 
or a darning needle.

Don't allow them 
to shrink now if by little extra care 
it can be avoided, arid it surely can. 
Hold them to a steady flow right 
along and if possible to increase it 
without danger to the cow do so. One 
must watch the cows closely from 
now on and care for them regularly, 
and then they need it to avoid loss. 
For instance, if new milch cows (or 
any others giving milk tor that mat- 
ter) are allowed to remain out during 
a cold rain there will be loss of milk 
and butter fat. The cow's system is 
affected by becoming chilled. 
She 


uses feed to repair the damage in- 
stead of making milk of it and is a 
long time in regaining her normal 
condition. The cow may be the ma- 
chine, but like all other machines she 
won't work as well in the rain or 
after having been soaked as though 
she were kept dry and comfortable.

Mr. John Burns, M. P., addressed a 


large meeting in Manchester recently 
on "Labor and Drink." 
The lecture 


was one of the Lees and Roper Memo- 
rial lectures, and was reported by the 
London Times as follows: 


"Mr. Burns said that the drinking 


habits of the poorer classes had con- 
tributed to their political dependence, 
industrial bondage, civic inferiority 
and domestic misery. As one bred al- 
most in the slums, who had -watched 
the matter as a county councillor and 
a legislator, he was convinced on the 
subject. He described the public house 
as the antechamber of the workhouse. 
the chapel of ease to the asylum, the 
recruiting station to the hospital, the 
rendezvous for the gambler, aud the 
gathering ground for the jail. There 
was no compensation in drink. 


Dealing with the figures of the money 


spent in drink, while deploring the im- 
mense amount spent in every working 
family, he answered a recent critic by 
pointing out that two-thirds of the 
drink bill -was spent by three-quarters j 
of the population, and only half the 
amount per head was taken by the 
working classes as was taken by the 
classes above them. But whether the 
expenditure was £4 per family or £15 
per family, working people could not 
afford it. As to drink and trade, he 
said that they were promised from 2d 
to 2Ud per family per week if they 
would tax bread from abroad. 
Why 


not save 5s per week by leaving off 
beer? Our expenditure handicapped 
us in the trade battle with Germany 
and America, because our larger con- 
sumption prevented us from spending 
as much money per head in other di- 
rections, and especially on education. 


"He concluded a vigorous tirade 


against drink as the source of all evils 
by denying that poverty caused drink 
as muoh as drink caused poverty, and 
by declaring himself dead against mu- 
nicipalization as a remedy. It would 
cause drinking to become a civic virtue 
and to be regarded as local patriot- 
ism."

OUR SUNDAY 
SERMON 


Calmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 


Frtnk DeWitt Talmage.D.D. 


Los Angeles, 'Cal., April SO.—In this 


sermon the preacher draws from the 
old story a powerful lesson on the sins 
of modern society and shows the way 
of escape from such slus and their con- 
sequences. The text Is Luke svii, 32, 
"Remember Lot's wife." 


Truth Is truth at all times. But truth 


Is never more powerfully driven home 
to the consciences of men than when 
Illustrated by parable or symbolized by 
biography or exemplified by anecdote, 
Christ always symbolizes truth in a 
very simple way. Today he appears to 
us, as well as to the Pharisees of old, 
and says: "Men, you know the history 
of Lot's wife. With great opportunity 
of usefulness, yet she became false to 
her trust Do not make the sinful mis- 
takes she made. Do not have her doom 
your doom. By yonder pillar of salt 
learn that the wages of sin Is always 
death. Bepent of your sins while there 
Is yet time., Kepent as John the Bap- 
tist exhorted you to-repent Come and 
•bow at God's mercy seat, and bow 
now." May God teaeh us one and all 
.to linger only long enough In the plains 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, to learn the 
mighty gospel lesson that there is no 
safely nnyvrbere for sinful man out- 
side the protecting and forgiving love 
of Jesus Christ 


Like Lot's wife, the most of us! 


Why? We are freed from the bitter 
temptations which, as a pack of hun- 
gry wolves, follow in the wake of 
mercilesn poverty. 
We have never 


known what it is to arise in the morn- 
ing and have nothing to eat. We have 
never known what It is to shiver In 
cold because we could not afford a 
•warm garment for our backs. 
We 


never knew what it was to stagger 
about a great city after the hours of 
midnight in a snowstorm because wo 
did not know where to lay our heads 
and then had to apply to the police 
station and sleep with a lot of filthy, 
dirty tramps upon the stone floors, 
.with our ragged shoes under our heads 
for a pillow. We may not have been 
able to count our sheep by the thou- 
sands and our h«rds of bones and 
cattle by the hundred*, as Lot's wife 
did. We m«y not have servants ga- 
lore and messengers to do our slightest 
bidding. 
But, like Lot's wife when 


she and her husband separated from 
th* Abrabamic household, we have al- 
.-ways had enough food to eat, enough 
clothing to wear and a comfortable 
place in which to slumber. We have 
U«rer been In a position where hunger 
IWO.K gnawing at our vitals and where 
temptation came snarling and snap- 
ping at our heels hi our desperate 
struggle for a physical existence. We 
never knew what it was to long to 
earn our bread by the sweat of our 
brow and never be able 'to crunch a 
crumb.

1 Even murder, the worst of crimes, 
h«s degrees of turpitude.- God pity the 
man who is placed In the awful posi- 
tion of one who realltes.-that-he has to 
alay bla brother or die himself. God 
pity the starving shipwrecked sailor 
,wbo crouches upon the edge of a raft 
in the middle of the Atlantic ocean 
watohtng his companion at the other 
aide of the,raft, who Is hunger mad 
like himself. God pity him a* ho-leaps 
forward as a ti^or might leap upon the 
back of a trembling fawn and buries 
his teeth. in. the jugular vein of his 
friend and drinks the flowing blood-In 
fiendish glee as a mountain lioness 
jwonld bury her teeth in the soft fur 
'of a rabbit or a fat prairie doe. I tell 
you,' my friends, God has different 
standards of judgment for sin. 
It 


makes a great deal of difference how 
he condemns us for sin If, on the one 
hand, we, like Lot's wife, have finan- 
cial plenty and if, on the other hand, 
,we are poor, hungry outcasts, with no 
Work and no means of earning any 
kind of an honest livelihood. To sin for 
pleasure and to sin because you do not 
know which way to turn for food are 
two entirely different propositions in 
God's economy. 


Oh, the temptations that come to 


Borne men on account of their struggles 
for a physical existence! I was never 
more Impressed with the awfulness of 
such temptations than when reading 
this tragic story: Some yours after the 
overthrow of Napoleon a banquet was 
being.given in London to the British 
officers who bad-fought under Welling- 
ton at -Waterloo. During their dinner 
the old commander, then the most hon- 
ored man in England, took out of his 
pocket a beautifully jeweled snuffbox 
which had been presented to him by 
his sovereign. In order that his com- 
panion* in aims -might see it he passed 
it down the table. A short time after 
Wellington asked where it was, and no 
one could find it. The jewelofl snuffbox 
had disappeared. Of course all the offi- 
cers present felt that there was a thief 
among them. Some one proposed that 
the doors be locked and every one 
searched. Much to the surprise of the 
company, an honored ex-colonel of a 
line, regiment refused to he searched. 
EWdence, of course, pointed to him as 
the guilty man, but on account of old 
associations' sake Wellington let him go. 


That night when the great duke was 


undressing for bed much to his sur- 
prise he found the jeweled snuffbox 
in his pocket. It had not been stolen. 
Hs had absentrnindedly thrust it into 
his pocket. At once Wellington order- 
ed his carriage and rode to the resi- 
'dence of the suspected colonel. In and 
out of the streets he went until his 
coachman drew up before a poor tene- 


ment house. 
Wellington climbed the 


rickety stairs and found his old com- 
panion living in poverty and squalor. 
He threw his arms about the colonel's 
neck and begged his pardon. Then h« 
said, "Colonel, why did you not let us 
search you and free you from the BUS- 
pielon of the theft?" "Because," an- 
swered the colonel, "though I am poor, 
I am very proud. My wife and chil- 
dren have uot had enough to eat fot 
months. 
Meat they have not had foi 


a week. And while you were eating ] 
slipped the meat off my plate and hid 
it in my pockets, that they might eal 
it after I reached home." 
Ah, the 


temptations of sin, which must con- 
tinually abide with such starving men 
and the homeless! 
God is going to 


judge such sinners differently 
from 


the way he will condemn our sins. 
Like Lot's wife, we have had out 
physical necessities supplied. Aye. al- 
most all of us have had more than the 
necessities. God has given to us many 
luxuries as well. 
When we entered 


Into sin we went there to seek pleas- 
ure, and not for tho necessities of food 
and clothing. We sinned because we 
•wanted to sin, and uot because in one 
sense we felt we had to Bin to live. 


The Training Lot'» Wife Bnd. 


Like Lot's wife, are.-we? Most of us— 


aye, all—have felt the gospel Inspiration 
of a Christian home. I know <fot wheth- 
,er this woman was born in a godly 
cradle and reared in a pious home. I 
know not whether In her younger days 
she was taught to say her evening 
prayers at her mother's knee. But I do 
know that as soon as she married she 
was taken to a godiyi home. Lot her 
husband, was Abraham's foster child 
and nephew. His father died when Lot 
wajs very young. Abraham and Sarah 
fiad^o children; therefore they adopt- 
ed this orphan—his mother was evi- 
dently dead—and brought him up as 
their own son. No sooner did Lot bring 
home his young bride than, methlnks, I 
can see this old gray haired patriarch 
Abraham welcome her to his home. I 
can see him place his hand upon her 
head and say: "My.child, I welcome 
thee In the name of the Lord. I wel- 
come thee as m^ daughter." Methlnks 
I cnn see Sarah take the young girl in 
her arms and press her to her heart 
and place a holy kiss upon her fresh 
young lips. That nlj;ht, as usual, the 
aged couple have family prayers. Lpjt 
and his bride kneel by the old folks' 
side. Step by step Lot's wife Is taught 
to trust God and to live for God and to 
be one of God's little children. She Is 
not a cannibal on the Kongo, taught 
from her infancy that the best banquet 
she can have 1« the quivering fleeh of 
a captive whom her husband has 
brought home in chains. She is not an 
Aztec Indian, who thinks the best of- 
fering she can make to God Is the 
bleeding heart of a human sacrifice 
torn out from the ribs of a pleading 
suppliant She Is a child of the cove- 
nant having lived at least for yean 
amid the highest and noblest of godly 
surroundings. She was destroyed be- 
cause she refused to obey the teach- 
ings 9f God which she learned from her 
father-in-law and mother-ln-Iaw. 


Lot's wife's doom awfnl, you say. 


Yes, but shall not God condemn more 
severely those who have deliberately 
•wandered forth Into the ways of sin 
and who hove once lived in Christian 
homes than those who hare never 
heard the name of Jesus except in blas- 
phemy? Shall not God more severely 
•condemn you and me for our sins than 
he would our companions to evil whose 
mothers were like Delilah, Jezebel or 
Eahab instead of.like Sarah or Esther 
or Hutli? Indeed, so strong is the in- 
fluence 
of 
our 
parental 
Christian 


homes that they are tugging at our 
hearts today in spite of present sins. 
W« cannot drown their echoing calls if 
wo would. 


Influence of the Old Home. 


Some time ago ai dear friend of mine 


was out in a mining town. There at 
that time was a miner noted for his 
sins. Gambler, drunkard, blasphemer 
and peddler of filthy stories was he. 
My friend met him one day and said: 
"Are you as bad a man as you make 
out to bo? 
Torf say you are going 


home this spring to visit your mother. 
Will you get; drunk there as you do 
here? Will yovi tell her the vile stories 
you tell here?" The man looked at my 
friend a moment and then said: "No, 
sir! I would sooner cut off my right 
arm than let my mother or my sisters 
see me as I am. I came from a Chris- 
tian home, and tho old truths whicti 
were taught me there are still plead- 


. ing with me to bo a good Christian 
man." 
Oh, my friends, when Lot's 


wife went astray she did not sin in 
ignorance. 
Like ourselves, she once 


lived in a godly home. Like yonder 
miner, she had, as we have, the pray- 
ers of her pious loved ones pleading 
with her to keep pure and true and 
upright, as she ought to have been. 
Will you continue1 to disregard the 
Christian teachings of your youthful 
days? 


But do the lessons of Lot'e wife end 


here? No. Drawing near today to the 
Abrahamic encampment we hear a 
great strife and turmoil. Tho herdmen 
of Lot and tho hordmen of his uncle are 
in bitter strife. Perhaps the cause of 
the quarrel was down at the well when 
the men were drawing water. Perhaps 
the struggle was due to one shepherd 
persisting hi his claims that he had a 
right to all the grass in one valley. 
Anyway, the row was on, and the em- 
ployees appealed to their masters for 
settlement of the difficulty. That even- 
ing Abraham and tils foster son deter- 
mined to part. They came to the con- 
clusion that as their flocks wore, so 
great and the pasture so scant they 
had better separate and each go his 
own way. But Abraham, with the one 
parental spirit, said to his foster son: 
"My boy, you can'have your choice of 
the land for your future home. Then, 
after you have made your selection, I 
will make mine." 


Then what happens? The Bible says 


that Lot went to Sodom because the 


grass was rich and the pasture good. 
But reading between the lines I think 
I can tell other reasons for the choice. 
That night when the great shepherd en- 
campment la asleep I see the lights 
burning in Lot1 s tent. I hear a woman 
In earnest conversation with her hus- 
band. 
She Is talking about like this: 


"Lot, what Is the good of our living In 
a tent all our lives? We have lots of 
sheep and horses and cattle. We are 
rich. We can do what we like. You 
can let the overseers look after the 
herds. Take life easy and have some 
fan. Why not go down to Sodom and 
mingle in the society of wealthy and 
refined and aristocratic people? Our 
girls are growing up. They need a 
'coming out' part}'. Oh, I know there 
are bad people living down there, but 
because they are bad we do not neces- 
sarily have to be very bad. 
Besides, 


Lot don't you remember those big 
merchants of Sodom who stopped with 
as last year on their way to Damas- 
cus? Their wives were charming peo- 
ple. They moved In the best society. 
They asked me to come to Sodom to 
live, and they would Introduce me to 
their friends. Come, let us go and live 
In Sodom! The grass is good in the 
plains of Jordan. There we can find 
good pasture for the flocks and herds 
and have lots of pleasure besides." 
And Lot and his wife went to live in 
Sodom. Why? 


Wliy They Went to Sodom, 


Can you find one circumstance, one 


ground for hope of spiritual develop- 
ment that could have Induced Lot 
and his wife to go to live In Sodom 
or Gomorrah"? 
What Pompeii and 


Herculaneuin were to the ancient 
Koreans,these vils cities were to the 
Inhabitants of the east 
Their sins 


were so vile and awful and debauch- 
ing that no public teacher of this day 
dare mention them or write them for 
print Today as you .walk among the 
ruins of Pompeii you see the moat re- 
volting and disgusting pictures paint- 
ed upon the walls, which prove how 
the inhabitants of the aristocratic sub- 
urbs of Rome gloried in their bestiali- 
ties. 
Such were the inhabitants of 


Sodom. They made no pretense to de- 
cency. They not only sinned, but they 
gloried in their sins. They published 
those sins everywhere. They practic- 
ed them openly. 
Yet that was the 


place where Lot and bis wife, wtth 
their two daughters, deliberately de- 
cided to dwell after they had left the 
sweet holy fellowship of Abraham's 
home. My brother, my sister, are your 
companions today evil companions? 
Are they men and women who sin and 
sin openly? Arc they inhabitants of 
the evil cities of the plain? 


Man, how is it about that club? I 


do not say all men's clubs are bad. 
But some certainly are bad. 
Is your 


club made up of Christian members? 
When you go there do you feel you 
are honoring Christ? Do you ever hear 
the lewd Joke, the vile story, the 
druukcn hiccough, there? Do you as- 
sociate there with men who are neg- 
lecting their homes and who tiro ac- 
customed to speak lightly of woman's 
purity and the sacred nobility of moth- 
erhood? Wife, how is it with your «s- 
Bociatos? 
For years you have been 


struggling to get Into "society." What 
"society?" The "society" of Sodom or 
of Nazareth? Tho "society" of wives 
and daughter* who are trying to make 
the world better through Christ or the 
"society" of avow.ed worldlings? Why 
did Lot's wlfo long to associate .with 
tho sinful inhabitants of the cities of 
the plain? Why arc you, O men and 
•women, struggling to associate with 
people who care no more for your 
Christ than for Buddha or Mohammed 
or Confucius or Plato? Are your asso- 
ciates today made up of a gambling, 
drinking, curd playing, dancing. Sab- 
bath breaking aud God dishonoring 
set? If you are deliberately compan- 
ioning with such associates you are 
like Lot's wife, living with the wicked 
In the evil cities of the plain. 


Wliy Be Looked Back. 


Now we come to the great climax of 


these symbols. Lot's wife was half- 
way converted. 
She was in exactly 


the same position as you were when 
you lost your baby. You knelt by that 
casket and said, "O God, give me 
back my baby!" 
God said to you: 


"Daughter, I will give you back your 
baby If you will flee that 'city of sin.' 
I have taken your baby as a baautiful 
flower growing by the sinful quag- 
mires and the worldly destructive ml- 
asmal swamps. 
I have plucked her 


and planted her In the beautiful flow- 
er garden of heaven near to the river 
of life. If you will live as my child 
and turn your back upon sin you can 
come into my heavenly gardens and 
lift again your dear one as a rose of 
Sharon to your lips." Then you said: 
"Lord, I will come! I will come!" Or 
you are like Lot's wife because you 
were a few years ago in the surgiugs 
of a great revival. It may have been 
in a village or city church. Tho reli- 
gious movement as a great tidal wave 
swept over that community and car- 
ried your brothers, your sisters, your 
wife, .j'our children, upon the Bock of 
Ages iu the midst of the great sea of 
sin. £ou were at that time mightily 
moved. You turned to flee from the 
"city of destruction," as the inhab- 
itants of Pompeii fled when old Vesu- 
vius was belching forth her stream of 
hot lava and lighting tho heavens as 
with the destructive flames of hell; 
but, like Lot's wife, after you had 
started away from your old compan- 
ions of sin and your evil haunts you 
began to soliloquize. You said to your- 
self: "What is the good of my running 
away from sin ? Can't T look back and 
enjoy tha sight just for once? Cannot 
I go buck and have one more carnival 
with evil?" Aa Lot's wife looked back 
after the angel of God had told her 
to flee with her husband and daugh- 
ters from the "city of sin" yo.n looked 
back, and you were lost. 


Oh, friends, can it be, after you hare 


once atarted for the "city of God," that 
you will look back longingly toward 


tb* -city of death?" 
"An old Chris- 


tian leceuc!." says Dr. Boxendale, "tells 
us that the mountain of Calvary am be 
compared to a high mountain, on the 
top of which is a palace filled with all 
treasures—gold, gems, singing birds, a 
paradise of pleasure. Up its sides men 
and -women are climbing to reach the 
top, but every one who looks buck is 
turned into stoue. And yet thousands 
of evil spirits are around the climbers, 
whispering, shouting, flashing their 
treasures, singing their love songs to 
draw their eyes from the palace at the 
top and to make them look back." Such 
is the history of your Christina life. 
Like Lot's wife, you started away from 
Sodom. You began to,climb thu hills 
of safety. 
But you looked back. You 


fatally 
looked back. 
My apostate 


friend, can it be, after you have once 
started for the "city of God." that you 
will linger longer by this "city of 
death?" Can it fee that a second call. 
and perhaps a last call, is not coming 
to you in this morning's sermon to ssek 
the divine safety? 
Will you heed the 


call today? 


A Cnt-f to Others. 


But I ca'hnot close these suggestions 


without one more thought Christian 
church members having fled from the 
"city of destruction," will yon not try 
to persuade others to fice with you? 
You must wish to be saved; yes, but 
you must also try to save others. If 
Lot's wife had by the power of the 
Holy Spirit saved ten others she would 
have saved all In tho evil cities of the 
plain. If all of us who are professing 
Christians will save ten each year for 
Christ it will not be long before the 
glory of the Lord shall cover the earth, 
even as the waters cover the sens. Is 
that too much to ask? Less than one 
soul a month for Christ Is that too 
much to ask? It Is not too much if you 
and I heart and soul have consecrated 
our lives for the.service of our Master. 


If we each save ten souls a year for 


Christ we can save Sodom. AVhen God 
determined to exterminate the cities of 
the plain Abraham said: "0 Lord, 
wilt thou destroy the righteous with 
the wicked? If there are fifty righteous. 
wilt thou save Sodom for the fifty's 
sake? If forty-five, for the forty-five's 
sake? If ten, for' the ten righteous' 
sake?" Then the Lord said, "Yes, I will 
save Sodom for ten righteous' sake." 
So Abraham arose from his knees and 
In all probability said: "Now I will go 
down to Sodom and visit my niece and 
her chief friends. I will get ail the 
names of the people with whom she Is 
Identified In religious work, and I will 
save that whole town from destruction 
for the ton righteous' sake." 


The old man comes to the city. Ho 


Is welcomed by his aristocratic foster 
daughter. Ho says to her, "My child, 
where live the godly people whom you 
have led to repentance?" 
"Why, un- 


cle," she answers, "to toll the truth, I 
do not know If any of my neighbors 
and society friends aro servants of 
God. Yesterday I was at tho great 
chnrfot race, but there we only talked 
horse. Last night we went to a dance, 
but there .we only talked dress and 
gossip. Last week I attended court, 
but there we only talked politics. I do 
not know if even there are ton right- 
eous people living in Sodom. 
Dur- 


ing all the years I have lived here I 
have not brought one of my friends to 
God." Is Lot's wife's answer your an- 
swer? Church members, will you not 
during the next year at least try to 
bring ten Immortal souls to Christ? Is 
it too much to ask? Lot's wlfo could 
hare saved Sodom. The Christian poo- 
pie of this country con bring this city 
and this state and this nation to Christ 
if they each will bring ten souls a year 
to Jesus. Is It too much to ask for 
Christ? Ten souls per year for each 
member. Is it too much to ask for 
Christ?

licopold'M Cliincac Patcoda. 


One of King Leopold's rarest treas- 


ures is a genuine Chinese pagoda, built 
at Laeken, close to his palace in Brus- 
sels. The tall tower, ns well as the low 
buildings which form the approach, is 
a mass of gilding and beautiful carv- 
ing. The interior is filler! with somo of 
the finest specimens of Japanese art 
that have ever found their way abroad. 
The majority of these art objects and 
nearly the entire pagoda were bought 
by his majesty at the Paris exposition's 
Japanese exhibit. The color or the pa- 
goda is darls. red, with splashes of 
black and gold; 


Instead of tho customary antique 


bells which fringe a pagoda's curled up 
eaves ns they rise one above tho other, 
strings of electric lights now outline 
this royal building. Tho pagoda is sup- 
piled with beautiful stained glass win- 
dows done by a French artist • after 
Japanese designs. The walls are cover- 
ed with lacquer panels decorated with 
ivory and cold, and the various rooms 
contain some rare bronzes. Upon the 
death of the king the pagoda wiil be- 
come the property o£ tho nation. 


A Tomb of Treasure*. 


Theodore M. Davis; the Egyptologist, 


has found a tomb which has never been 
visited or plundered since the ago of 
the eighteenth dynnsty anil is still filled 
with the royal treasures of a time when 
Egypt was the mistress of the oast and 
the source ot its supply of gold. 
When the entrance to the tomb was 
firat opened it was evident that it bad 
been entered by robbers shortly after 
Its construction;.that, having been sur- 
prised in tholr work of plunder, they 
had fled, leaving In the vestibule .some 
of the objects they had stolen. When 
the tomb itself was opened in the pres- 
ence of the Duke of Connaught and his 
suit a marvelous sight met the eyes. 
Mummy cases incrusted with gold, 
huge alabaster vases of exquisite form, 
chairs and boxes brilliant with paint 
and gHdtng, even a pleasure chariot, 
with its six apolrcd wheel* still cov- 
ered by tlioir wooden tiros, were lying 
piled one upon the other In bewildering 
profusion.

EVERY BOY'S AMBITION. 


There is something rich and grand, 


majestic and Inspiring, about band 
music 'and the burning ambition of 
the average evenly balanced boy la 
to attain the ability to help to pro- 
duce It. Some'misguided individual 
is credited with" once saying:' "I 
would rather be right than be presi- 
dent." Any boy will tell you that 
he was wrong all thettime, but if he 
had said "I would rather belong to 
the band than be president" his sen- 
timent would find echo in almost 
every family in the land. And bands 
are not a new institution either. You 
can read about them in the Bible, in 
ancient history, modern history, and 
if Tesla ever gets his telephone prop- 
erly connected about the first thing 
that he will hear will be a band play- 
Ing in Mare.

city, two councilmen, a deputy sher- 
iff, (afterwards sheriff), a candidate 


for city clerk, a capitalist and half 
a dozen other 
men who were in 


actual business for themselves. The 
bunch could easily have qualified for 
a hundred thousand dollars, and it 
must be remembered that every one 
of them reported for duty when tna 
call was made. The mayor took off 
his toga and drilled down the pike, 
lacking clods off the street just tne 
same as did the other fellow when 
there came a call for a marching 
job. 


OLDEST BANDITAN HEBE. 


The oldest bandmtai in Fort Wayne 


tcday is the 
venerable 
Frederick 


TJebelhoer, who lives at 613 Brack- 
enridge street, and to whom the writ- 
er is indebted for much of 4 the data 
containod in this article, referring to 
the history of early bands in this 
community. Mr. Uebelhoer is past 
80 years of age, and a portrait of 
him made from a photograph taken 
this week appears on this page. He 
has a fund 
of reminiscence that 


would be intensely interesting 
in 


print, provided that all readers of 
The Sentinel were musically inclined, 
but less interesting to others. He 
has not been in the music business 
in any sense since 1885 and was not 
prominently connected with, the pro- 
fession for seversfl years prior to that 
date.

SOME OTHER BANDS. 


About '97 the Wayne Tent band, 


variously known as "West End" 
band and f(Schroeder's band," was 
established. It has done a large vol- • 
ume of business and is still in exist- 
ence and is now known as the Citi- 
zens' band. The Arion band, a Sev- 
enth and Tenth ward organization, 
was formed six vr seven years ago, 
is a creditable little organization and 
bids fair to live for a long time to 
come. The latest acquisition is the 
Fort Wayne Military band organized 
from among the younger musicians 
and students. It is under the in- 
struction of Paul Verwiere and will 
probably soon be in the active field. 
Some months ago instruments were 
purchased and a Woodman's band 
was organized, but the enterprise 
died a-bornin', never got beyond the 
rehearsal sjage and the instruments 
were returned to the factory. With 
the exception of the City band and its 
successor no further band history 
would be interesting. It is a note- 
worthy fact, however, that the ven- 
erable Mr. Uebelhoer played in every 
one of the bands mentioned up to 
1885 with the exception of the band 
of the *40's, which made the memora- 
ble nnd record-breaking trip to Indi- 
anapolis, something that no other 
living musician 
can boast of—nor 


dead ones either.
